Rate Increase Sought hy B.C. Telephone Company 


PPLICATION for an increase in both 
A exchange and long distance telephone 
rates was filed by the B. C. Telephone 
Company with the Board of Transport Com- 
missioners for Canada on May 23. 

New increases in taxes and wages not coy- 
ered by the Board's rate judgment of last 
October have made it nece ary to obtain an 
increase in revenue of $2,202 

The Company’s application seeks: 

(1) An “across-the-board” increase of 12.5 
per cent in exchange rates, to the nearest five 
cents; and 

(2) A new schedule of long distance rates 
designed to increase this type of revenue by 
12.08 per cent. 

While the proposed revision in long dis- 
tance rates is calculated to increase the total 
long distance revenue by 12.08 per cent, this 
does not represent an “across-the-board” 
increase. Most rates would rise by various 
percentages; some would remain unchanged 
while others would actually drop. 

The proposed long distance rates would 
still be based on the air line mileage between 
the points concerned, but the mileage scale has 
been revised. Under the proposed schedule, 
the spread between the rates for station-to- 
station and person-to-person calls has been 
increased but the difference between da 
night rates has been reduced. 

Increases in taxes and wages, which have 
rendered existing revenues inadequate, make 
the rate increase necessary, and an increase of 
$2,202,527 over present gross revenue must 
be obtained if the Company is to be in a 
position to maintain its credit and attract the 
necessary capital to improve the service and 
provide facilities that will be adequate to 
meet the demand for service. 

The basis for the present schedule of long 
distance rates was established by the Board 
of Transport Commissioners in 1932. Since 
then there have been numerous amendments 
to the long distance tariffs, mainly providing 
rate reductions. 

The last increase in the B. C. 
Company's exchange service tariffs y 
granted in September, 1950, one year and 
three months after the Company had applied 
to the Board of Transport Commissi 
The application had been made in June, 
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hearings were held in January, 1950, and an 
interim increase was granted in May, 1950. 
The final judgment approved rates giving the 
Company approximately 21 per cent addi- 
tional exchange revenue, resulting in only 15 
per cent more over-all revenue. (Long dis- 
tance rates were not affected at that time.) 
The Company had asked for rates to provide 
24 per cent more exchange revenue which 
would have resulted in about 17 per cent addi- 
tional over-all revenue. 

The figures in the Company's latest appli- 
cation do not take into account any additional 
expense resulting from increased prices of 
Is and supplies brought about by addi-

George A. Pittendrigh 
Georce P11 sprici, the man who helped to 
install the first telephone switchboard in Van- 





couver, passed away on March 31. He was 
80 years of age. 
Mr. Pittendrigh started with the New 


Westminster and Port Moody Telephone Com- 
pany in 1884, about 
a year after it was 
formed. He was a 
boy operator when 
he started in’ the 
telephone industry. 
The next year, how- 
ever, he came to 
Vancouver, then 
called Granville, 
and helped to install 
the first switchboard 
and the first tele- 
phone. The Com- 
pany had by this 
time become the 
New Westminster 
and Burrard Inlet 
Telephone Com- 
pany, owing to its expansion to Granville. 

Mr. Pittendrigh continued to work out of 
New Westminster, and then went to Nanaimo 
as manager of the Company in that city. 

He stayed on in Nanaimo after the B. C. 
Telephone Company was formed, but in 1910 
moved back to the mainland. Seven years 
later he left the service of the Telephone 
Company, and went to work as a resident 
employee at the B. C. Electric substation, 
where he remained until he retired. Mr. 
Pittendrigh’s wife, who pre-deceased him, 
was the first long distance operator, and for 
a time was in charge of the operating room. 

Mr. Pittendrigh was a Life Member of the
